SUBJECT: Memorandum of Understanding (Draft) for CTS Move 
to the Pentagon 


1. Attached is a draft of the Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) between 
the DCI and the SecDef for the relocation of the CT Staff to the Pentagon. 
As discussed in the CTS Staff Meeting, this is the first cut at the MOU, 
and I would greatly appreciate your input for substantive changes or 
additions which you feel should be embodied in the MOU. In this version, 
we have attempted to keep it generalized in nature without getting into 
too many specifics concerning the interrelations between CTS and Defense 
elements that are in the Pentagon. 


2. Please give me your comments by 29 June 1979. Based on your 
feedback, we will make appropriate changes and put out a new draft in due 
course.

MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING 
1. PURPOSE: 

This Memorandum of Understanding provides for relocation and support 
in the Pentagon of the Deputy to the DCI for Collection Tasking (D/DCI/CT) 
and the following-named elements of the Collection Tasking Staff (CTS): 

(a) PHOTINT Tasking Office (PTO); (b) SIGINT Tasking Office (STO); and, 
HUMINT Tasking Office (HTO). 
2. LOCATION: 

ae The aforementioned elements of the CTS will constitute that part 
of the DCI's community staff concerned with the management and tasking of 
national PHOTINT, SIGINT, and HUMINT intelligence resources and their support 
to national, civil, and military authorities. 

b. The Office of the D/DCI/CT will be located in the Pentagon, "E" 
Ring corridor, to allow the necessary interface with appropriate senior 
Department of Defense (DoD) officials, including the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
(JCS) and the Collection Coordination Facility (CCF) operated by the Defense 
Intelligence Agency (DIA) in the National Military Command Center (NMCC) 
complex. 

ce The PHOTINT, SIGINT, and HUMINT Tasking Offices will be located on 
the first floor of the Pentagon to allow full interface with the CCF and 
the NMCC. The permanent office/working space that is compatible with their 


missions will be provided by DoD. 
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3. SUPPORT: 

a. The offices of the D/DCI/CT will be staffed and operated 
under the direct line authority of the Director of Central Intelligence 
(DCI). 

be. The CTS elements and the CCF and NMCC will exchange information, 
provide mutual support, and employ common procedures, information 
dispays, and reports to the extent feasible within their respective 
mission responsibilities. 

c. The Secretary of Defense will: 

(1) Provide information to the D/DCI/CT and the tasking 
offices (PHOTINT, SIGINT, and HUMINT) on DoD intelligence collection 
resource capabilities and limitations, collection objectives, targets, 
priorities, reporting requirements, and areas of concern. 

(2) In order to support the needs of the D/DCI/CT and the 
 PHOTINT, SIGINT, and HUMINT offices and to promote efficient operations,

(3) ‘Prdvtde nonsecure telephone service, housekeeping, and 
related loateedt support to the CTS elements on a reimbursable funding 
basis and in adcordance with mutually-agreed priorities and capabilities 
for such support.

(4) Continue to budget for all SLUC charges in connection with 
Space occupancy by CTS. Continue to serve as interface with GSA and

1. PURPOSE: 

This Memorandum of Understanding provides for relocation and support 
in the Pentagon of the Deputy to the DCI for Collection Tasking (D/DCI/CT) 
and the following-named elements of the Collection Tasking Staff (CTS):

Community Staff concerned with the management and tasking of national PHOTINT, 
SIGINT, and HUMINT intelligence resources and their support to civil and 
military authorities. 

c. The location in the Pentagon of the D/DCI/CT and the above-named 
elements will enhance the interaction of these staff elements with senior DoD 
staff elements involved in intelligence collection management including DIA, 
the Office of the Under Secretary of Defense for Policy, the C3I, theme 
Sgr, the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and respective Service Intelligence 
Staffs, as well as the Collection Coordination Facility (CCF) operated by DIA 
in the National Military Command Center (NMCC) complex. 

2. LOCATION: 


a. The Office of the D/DCI/CT and member's of his immediate Staff will
